CORNERS ARE ILLEGAL 


Injnnction of Judge Cliytraus 


Against Board of Trade 


Members is Sustained. 


CHICAGO, 
-Tan. 
S.—The .appellate 


court today in u sweeping decision sus- 
tained the injunction issued by Judge 
Chyl.Ta.us against eight board of trade 
members charged with operating a. "cor- 
ner." 
and sustaining 
the 
contention 


against the "cornering'' of the market. 


The court holds that under the laws 


of the state dealers cannot be forced to 
settle trades upon the basis of an arti- 
ficial value created by the cornering of 
the market, and that margins deposited 
in bn.nks or elsewhere are within the 
jurisdiction of the courts in that they 
affect, the right of property. 


The decision makes a. distinction be- 


tween questions touching the disciplin- 
ary rights of the board, in which the lat- 
ter has repeatedly been held to be sov- 
ereign, and questions o: property rights, 
and holds that disputes between mem- 
bers involving finances am. if desired 
by either party, be submitted to the 
courts for decision. 


The cu«e of Waite, Thorburg & Co., 


against the board of trade was the prin- 
pical suit upon which the others were 
bused and which resulted in the securing 
ol mi injunction against the board. This 
Hrm hud sold oats for July delivery. The 
price xdVRneod and it wad claimed by 
the complainants that the market was 
cornered and tlmt the settling price in- 
sjsted upon w;is lictitious. An injunc- 
tion was accordingly asked and granted 
enjoining the payment of margins depos- 
ited -in bunks. .The decision created ft 
furor on the board nt the time. It ii 
said there arc forty casee depending up- 
on this decision of the appellate court.

ter. 
This is a trick that Is worked 


with variations. Sometimes chemicals 
are. used to help incorporate the water 
with the" butter, und nt other times heat 
alone is depended upon. This butter 
was evidently reworked nt a high tem- 
perature. At the present time the rul- i 
ing of the government ia that butter 
must not coutain over 16 per cent of 
water.—Creamery Journal.

Creamery Journal. That oleo has been 
n mighty competitor we all know to 
our SOITOW. It has hurt us in hurtlnj 
the butter market and It has hnrt our 
feellngs sorely because Its competition 
was one of fraud.

gitimate competition or a legitimate 
factor In leveling prices In cold storage 
butter. 
When fresh crramery hntter 


made In the winter had no competitor, 
but held butter from the farms, things 
were all favorable to the creamery, 
and forty cent butter In rrinter was ac- 
cepted as n legitimate thing. 


Farm butter, which was a dniR at 


6 to 9 cents a pound In summer, went 
with a rush in winter at 25 cents. 
Farm butter is worth more when made 
and less when held, but this Is again 
modified by the demand from the proc- 
ess butter men. More than half the 
butter Is still rnftde on the farm, but 
the comprehensive scale upon which 
it is now processed, cleaned, made at- 
tractive to sight and to palate'is a 
prominent element In modifying the 
market for all butter, crramery includ- 
ed. This is why we cannot figure out 
the effect of antJolco legislation to dec- 
imal fractions or even within a few 
cents.

Milk 
nnd cider and cream and butter and 
cheese and meat and fruit that cannot 
'spoil' under exposure to tbe air at tbe 
ordinary temperature cannot be dlgtat 
•d. and therefore all such 'doctored' 
things are utterly unfit for food. N« 
fnriner should Inveat In 'preservative* 
of any kind.

(B. I.) addressed the senate today on 
the resolutions offered by Mr. Yost, di- 
recting the finance committee to report 
a bill removing (lie duty on anthracite 
roal.

tion wonld not afford the relief sought. 
It infringed the rights of the house with 
respect to revenue bilU. ''The attempt 
to afford relief," said Mr. Aldricli. '''which 
the senator siiys is demanded through 
a method that would open a discussion 
here, ns to the constitutional rights of 
the senate and the constitutional prero- 
gative of the house a discussion which 
in its very nature would outlast the coal 
famine is not a practicable method of 
securing results." The resolution, he as- 
«erted. was simply to furnish ,a text* for 
a political speech or a series of political 
upeeches. He 
recited 
the 
legislation 


which had been enacted to relieve the 
people in time of distress and said he was 
hopeful that some means be found for 
relief. 


Mr. Aldrich recited the facts relating 


to the coal tariff, saying that in 1S94, 
when the Democrats were in control of 
the senate and house the house sent the 
Wilson bill'to the senate with coal free 
of duty. 
The Democratic finance com- 


mittee and the Democratic senate with 
the exception of Mr. Hill of New York, 
voted to put a duty of forty cents a 
ton on coal, although the}' had the pow- 
er to admit coal free of duty. 


Turning to the Democratic side 
and 


speaking with considerable emphasis Mr. 
Aldrich said: 


"You have always been in favor 
of 


free coal when your opinions were of no 
value to the country. On the day when 
you would give the country free coal 
you deliberately and unanimously voted 
the other way.

court today in a bleeping decision sus 
tamed the injunction i sued by Judge 
Gh\trails against eight bond of tiade 
member^ chaiged with opentuig a- cor 
neiv" 
and sustaining .the .contention 


against the "cornering" of the market. 


The court holds, that under the laws 


of the state dealers cannot be forced to 
settle trades upon the basis of an arti- 
ficial value created by the cornering of 
the market, and that.margins deposited 
in banks or elsewhere are within the 
jurisdiction of. the courts in .that they 
affect the right, of property. 
. 


The decision makes a distinction .be- 


tween questions touching the disciplin- 
ary rights of the board, in which' the lat- 
ter has repeatfldly been held to: be sov- 
ereign, and questions of property rights, 
and holds that disputes between mem- 
bers involving finances can. if desired 
by either party, be submitted to the 
courts for decision. 


The case of Wai to, Thorburg & Co., 


against the board of trade was ihe prin- 
pical suit upon which the others were 
based and which resulted in the securing 
ot an injunction against the board. This 
firm had sold oats for July delivery,. The 
price advanced and it .waa claimed by 
the complainants that the market was 
cornered and that the settling price in- 
sisted upon was fictitious. An injunc- 
tion was accordingly asked and granted 
enjoining the payment of margins depos- 
ited-in banks. -The'decision'created a 
furor on the board at the time. " Tt is 
said there are forty cases 'depending up- 
on this decision of the appellate court.

FUEL FAMINE CERTAIN 


Outside Firms Are Trying to 


Obtain What is Left by 


Offering High Prices. 


With the buzzing saws cutting huge 


sticks of wood at the various coal yards 
and with little, hard coal in sight, a fuel 
famine is sure -to ensue the latter part of 
the season. Letters are being received 
in this cjty daily by parties residing out 
of the city asking to have shipped them 
a car.or more of coal offering an exhor- 
bitant priee for the black diamond. 


At -the present time, coal is worth .$10 


a .ton, with prospects of it soaring higher 
unless it can be secured by rail. A coal 
dealer stated this morning that an or- 
der for coal by rail had been sent in a 
month ago. but up to the present time he 
had not heard from the mines. 


W. J. Higgie, who has one thousand 


tons of anthracite in his yards was offer- 
ed a. high priee per ton for the eoal by a 
scalper from Chicago but refused to lis- 
ten to any offer made by an outside firm. 
He desires to keep the eoal in' this city 
and sell it to his customers. 


In the other yards there is not a pound 


of hard coal but which has been 
sold 


long ago at $8.00 per ton. People who 
secured their supply early in the sum- 
mer enn indeed elass themselves among 
the lucky ones and they can look at the 
neighbors washing out garments which 
have become soiled on account of the 
constant use of soft coal. 


At the yards of J. C. Carroll there is 


not a pound of hard eoal. A number of 
boot loads were scoured by Mr. Carroll 
and were sold +o the people of this city 
as soon as the steamers arrived in the 
pity. All this coal was sold for $8 per 
ton but a proposition from outside par- 
lies offered a higher price for it but it 
was rejected as Mr. Carroll thought the 
home needs should come first.

When his education was completed he 


entered on a business career in 1S83 as 
bookkeeper for the Fish Bros. Wagon 
Co., and later he was private secretary 
to 
his father and had almost 
entire 


charge the latter's extensive stables. 


At one time he was identified with 


the J. T. Case Plow Works. J. I. Case T. 
M. Co., was a director of the Manufac- 
turers National Bank, and later devoted 
almost his entire time to the construc- 
tion and management of the Belle City 
Street Railway Co., of which he was al- 
most sole owner. 


In IS!) I Mr. Case was -elected mayor of 


Saeine. and was re-elected for another 
term in 1893. 


He was appointed postmaster of Ra- 


tine by President McKinley on the rec- 
ommendation of Congressman Cooper in 
1SOS. sen-ing the full term and retiring 
only last April. 


Since his retirement Mr. Case 
has 


been in ill health, although he has been 
able lo be up and about his home al- 
most up to the time of his death and 
was able to personally attend to his 
business affairs. 


Deceased was a thirty-second degree 


Mason, and a member of the B. P. 0. 
Elks. 


Mr. Case leaves a wife and four sons 


in his immediate family. He is also sur- 
vived by his mother and three sisters. 
.The family will have the sympathy of 
the entire community in their bereave- 
ment, for. Mr. Case was without ques- 
tion one of the most popular young men 
in the city, and none were more'widcly 
known that he.

The senator from Massachusetts. (Mr. 


Lodge) he declared, had endeavored to

ninety days, but if medicine is needed at 


all, it is an allopathic dose. By referring 
the resolution to the committee, he said, 
it would have no change to pass. 


"Don't we know," he continued, "that 


when-we send the resolution to the fi- 
nance committee we send" it to its execu- 
tion?'' He then said that all he' want- 
ed was for every senator to put himself 
on record.

The point is made as to bank asset 


circulation by the New York Sun that 
'''National banks as they have been con- 
hi"-tcd under the present system, and as 
ihey would be conducted with several 
•lousand officials issuing asset currency, 
fl'c different propositions." This is per- 
5ctly true as is tlie assertion that popu- 
ir hostility, especially in the west is 
igainst it. In the article in connection 
rith the first statement, the wrter says: 
;An imposing array of statistics is mus- 
ererl to show that if 'bunk asset' eurren- 
ry hud been in vogue since tlie founda- 
tion on the national banking system in 
jSGu the losses would have boon incon- 
siderable, but the argument convinces no- 
iody." 


Wit.h the power to issue circulating 


notes based upon the banks credit, for 
this is what is meant by bank asset cur- 
rency, no one can po«.-ibly imagine the 
length to which- this m;iy bo carried, or 
the effects of such privileges upon the fi- 
nancial interests of tho mass of the peo- 
ple.

•through the massing of powerful Finan- 
cial interests, through the massing to- 
gether in the large cities of monster bank 
aggregations without 
adding 
to 
the

This 


same writer says in the course of his fi- 
nancial article after referring to the re- 
mark of a visiting German banker, that 
our "money basket was empty." 


"The money basket is empty in the 


sense that the conversion of liquid forms 
of capital into fixed investments, the re- 
tirement of stocks by the creation of 
bonds, the issuance of new stocks, repre- 
senting a par value of billions of dollars, 
and -the general inflation of prices that 
has taken place has absorbed all 
the 


money available for speculation, and has 
even deprived business of its fair share 


. of funds. 


'•Naturally, now that business is lie- 


ginning to resent the treatment, tlie cry 
arises that it is not ovcr»peculation. but 
a defective currency system that is at 
:fault. and puiiis for a radical change in 
this system are, urged upon the national 
law-making body. ThoM; pressing these 
]iluns arc very careful not to openly de- 
clare thu-t what they want 
is 
''more 


money." All that is ostensibly asked for 
is relief from the present evils of 
our 


"inelastic" currency. The 'argument runs 
in this way. 
Our circulating medium is 


now absolutely safe, but as it is ba^ed 
for the most part on government bonds, 
its supply fluctuates according to the 
prices of these bonds rather than accord- 
ing to the business needs of tlie country, 
iind as the quantity of government bonds 
tends to decrease rather than increase, 
-our currency .suffers contraction at 
n. 


time wh;'n ini^iriess interests require ii: to 
expand. 


"\Vhul we need is a currency that will 


expand ami contract automatically with 
business requirements. Here the humor 
of the situation becomes apparent. ^Vitli 
the single exception of the liill introduc- 
ed by Senator Depew. every one. of the 
currency reform projects that has been 
proposed—at least, every one that has 
attracted attention—has nnt addressed 
itself to' the supposed inelasticity of thn 
the currency system in the slightest, but 
is an out-and-out inflation measure. All 
of these schemes, save as stated, simply 
contemplate an addition en masse to the 
circulating medium of the bind 
of 
an 


amount of paper money varving all the 
way from SiOO.OOO.OOf)' to 
.¥500,000,000,

The truth is the country really needs 


nothing of the sort only the, measure 
of Senator Dcpcw is the lenst harmful 
of the lot. 
If the stock speculators or

would be taken towards a reform. Now

This 
wilj protect the vast interests now in- 
vested in ba.nking and prevent undue 
swallowing of the smaller banks by the 
mammoths in the large cities. 


PROSPERITY COXDITIOXS. 


The national prosperity for the year 


1002 
has been as remarkable as 
any 


previous year in our history. The coun- 
try never stood at the high apex of a 
commanding world's business as it does 
at the present time, and every condition 
warrants -the belief such will continue. 
Our exports have been in round numbers 
$1,340,000,000 the imports 
$050,000,000, 


leaving a balance 'of trade in our favor 
of $3BO,000,0"00, and While this balance is 
not perhaps as large as n, couple or so 
years ago. yet the net results are greater. 
Owing to the large reduction in our corn 
crop and changing prices of agricultural 
products, the export figures'have -been 
reduced, while the necessities of our ex- 
panding manufacturing; industries and 
the increasing abilitie,-i of the American 
people to buy luxuries, has 
increased 


the import figures. 


The national money chest was never 


better supplied and of the yellow metal 
is stored in the treasury the enormous 
amount of $614.000,000 the largest stock 
of gold ever held. This ii an increase of 
.$74,000,000. Despite the very large re- 
ductions in the internal revenues caused 
by the taking off of the 
war 
revenue 


taxes, the surplus for the present finan- 
cial year is estimated will easily reach 
$43,000,000. The 
supply 
of available 


cash in the treasury is very large, being 
on the last day of the old year $211,212.- 
26S and this does not include the $130,- 
000,000 of gold reserve which is regard- 
ed 35 available cash but not included, 
since it must be at nil times available 
for redemption purposes. 


The railroads of the country have pros- 


pered in the last year as. they never 
have previously. 
Tlie 
total 
revenues 


have been $1,711.745,200 being an 
in- 


crease over the figure of 1901 of .$159,- 
753,34.8. There were 5.440 miles of new 
track laid [hiring 1902 being an increase 
over, the milage of 1901. Of the miles of 
new track constructed, Wisconsin was 
bcnefiUed by 170 miles. Railways are 
congested with freigut everywhercs and 
new cars are almost impossible to get 
hold of, and as for locomotives it has 
been made public that unless the order 
had been given out before the end of the 
year, it would be impossible to have an 
order filled during 1903. 


The output of manufactured products 


has never been as large as that of the 
past year. The bank 'clearings in all the 
large cities, indicate an ever expansive 
business and the financial and commer- 
cial skjos were clear of gloom, with the 
shining sun of prosperity shining above 
the nation. The percentage of those out 
of employment was never so small, and 
there is no question but that every man 
competent, willing and desirous of work- 
ing with his hands and brain has been 
able to secure employment. 1903 opens 
auspiciously with manufacturing institu- 
tions full of orders, and some branches 
asserting orders can not be filled unless 
ample time is given. 
The present year 


bids fair to be as prosperous a rear as. 
the country has ever enjoyed. 


THE MILITIA RESERVE. 


There is nothing in the Dick militia 


bill to which rational people can take 
exceptions. There is nothing forbidding 
in this bill, which has for its object, not 
the increasing of the army, but the ef- 
ficiency of the militia in case of national 
noeessity. This measure calls for the or- 
ganization of four lines of militia re- 
serves and by ihe terms of the bill says 
a Chicago paper: "Call upon a first re- 
serve, consisting of the organized militia 
—the national .cruard—to serve for not 
exceeding nine months to repel invasion. 
The second reserve is composed of other 
inilitiit companies, troops, or regiments, 
which may volunteer fnr service by or- 
ganizations, with all their officers and 
men. The third line will be composed of 
men who have at some time sceri service 
in the army or national guard, with offi- 
cers, whose fitness has been previously 
tested. Behind these there will be the 
fourth and last reserve of such volun- 
teers as may be called forth from the 
several states, organized and 
officered 


under the direction of the governors. 


"There is nothing iin this plan to which 


any man can take exception. It increases 
the number of citizen soldiery and con- 
sequently decreases the need 
for 
the 


regulars, whom some people affect to be- 
lieve menace the safety of the republic. 
It provides for the better equipment and 
training of the militia. It will promote 
harmony between the regular and volun- 
teer organizations. In short, it provides 
for a modern militia system instead of 
the antiquated and faulty.one which pre- 
judice has saddled on the 
nation 
for 


three generations.'' 


Under the present law the president is 


authorized to increase the regular army 
to 100,000 men, but orders a few weeks 
ago reduced the army to a little over 
59.000 men and officers or in round num- 
bers 60,000 officers and men which for n 
nalignof 7fl.000.000 men is truly small in 
numbers and in event of trouble which 
of course may happen at any time, would 
be pitiably small. The 
object 
of the 


measure is to insure Iiaving a reserve 
that may be called on in necessity. In 
those days necessity may

because of the limitation of production, 
and through these means the. price is 
kept up and has been regulated by the 
coal companies-and their regulations en- 
forced through their selling agents. If 
now these very same men who have us- 
sured the public in times of plenty, that 
they couldirt help it, they had to charge 
so and so and all alike, it is only natural 
the public should now, when prices are 
soaring hold not the agents, but such 
men as President Baer responsible there- 
fore. If our coal dealers can now make 
their own prices which President Baer 
certainly infers, why can't they when the 
market is full of coal, sell for^competi- 
tive-.prices and give tbe community the 
benefit of them. This is what gives the 
public that tired feeling, being squeezed 
both ways. If the great public can'liave 
the benefit of prices competitive, when 
the supply if ample, they are not unwil- 
ling to pay the price when the market 
is almost bare 
through a 
legitimate 


cause, such as a strike. But the public 
don't like to be worked on both direc- 
tions. This may mo-ke President Bacr 
nervous as he says, but it is the truth 
just the same. Give the people a chance, 
since it is they who foot -the bills_. They 
don't like any loaded dice game all the 
time.

sented by the emperor'of Japan; a lady's 
gold dressing case in the shape of an urn, 
with several smaller cups, the gift of the 
king and queen of Siam: a silver per- 
fume toilet set of monumental ;ind clas- 
sical design, with fine filagree: 
find 
a 


chest containing old manuscripts, includ- 
ing poems anil other writings of great 
antiquity. 


The entire collection of Grant relics 


arc now altogether in the Washington 
National museum and visitors 
to 
the 


capital of the nation should not fail to 
pay a visiifc -to this building and see for 
themselves, the wonderful specimens of 
oriental magnificence so freely given to 
as great a general as the

knew.

.All writers agree the maximum of reve- 
nue providing for the revenue is not a 
large tax as is $1.10 now, but such a tax- 
as about 70 cents; The reduction wnuld 
not in the least increase drinking,

would in fact tend far more, to give the 
consumer a better and purer liiiuor. 


It would farther help to greatly in- 


crease our exports in all articles which 
alcohol is used as a basis.

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FINE BUTTER FLAVOR. 


A dairy with thirty to forty cows 


Bfconld net the owner a pretty fair liv- 
ing and something of a balance to In- 
eraase tbe bank Recount But to ac- 
complish this a silo Is almost essential 
for storing up winter food, says S. I». 
"vTaistJng in American Cultivator. A 
silo built for about this number of 
cows should cost from $100 to $200 to 
build, a good deal depending upon 
whether you build one square or round. 
A square silo 16 feet by 16 by 30 feet j 
should approximately hold 145 to 150 
tons of ensilage. If all this is kept in 
Cue condition, it will supply ample food 
for winter, and the cows Trill give more 
milk than if fed simply hay and grain. 
The succulent nature of the ensilage 
tends to satisfy the cows and to in- 
crease the milk supply. 


The question of how much ensilage 


should be fed a clay to cattle in winter 
lias been variously estimated, but prob- 
ably forty pounds par head per day 
comes about as near to the average o.f 
good feeding as we can make. One 
knay easily figure out on lllis basis how 
many eovrs can be supported on the en- 
silage put away. One large silo will 
give better results than two or three 
small ones. If the cows number only 
thirty, tie size mentioned above should 
answer the purpose, find for every ad- 
ditional ten cows increase the dimen- 
sions by about two feet in each direc- 


' tion. A silo much larger than 30 feet 


In depth and 20 to 21 feet in diameter 
Is unwieldy, and it is better then to 
•construct two. 
In making estimates 


for the above allowances are made for 
some summer feeding, for there is 
hardly a season when a portion of it 
does not run short of food. 
Good en- 


silage then comes in handy to supple- 


. nieut the wornout pastures. It. is al- 
ways well to have a surplus rather 
than a deficiency. 


Effect of Feeds on Butter. 


Gluten meals and feeds tend to make 


butter soft, while cottonseed meal has 
the opposite effect, says American Ag- 
riculturist. Properly mixed, these feeds 
will tend to counteract each other. 
Cornmeal is relatively expensive, but 
its-good effects on the quality of butter 
-will warrant the use of a small pro- 
portion. 
The following ration is sug- 


gested: The grain shoulJ be mixed in 
bulk as 
follows: Wheat bran, 400 


pounds; gluten feed. 230 pounds; cot- 
tonseed meal, 100 pounds; cornmeal, 
100 pounds. 


This may be fed by measure after 


weighing four quarts to determine the 
weight of a given bulk. 
The grain 


feeds should be fed twice dally on tho 
silage, and the hay should be fed after 
nil other feeding niglit and morning. 
No noon feed is necessary, provided as 
much is fed as otherwise. 


A "SVixconxin Experiment. 


The silo shown in the accompanying 


photograph was built upon iny farm 
here last summer and is the only one 
in this part of Manllowoc county, 
writes C. J. Haese of Collins. Wie.. to 
Hoard's Dairyman. It is built entirely 
of stone and is 14 feet in diameter and 
25 feet high. A gallery connects it 
with the barn where the stock is fed 
daring the winter, so that the ensilage 
can easily be removed. Seven acres of 
corn sufficed to fill the silo. Inasmuch 
as this is the first venture of a like kind

I and, having found them, they propose 
to furnish them in quantity to the but- 
ter maker for use in his cream ripen- 
ing, says Dairy and Creamery. In the 
use of these starters the species of bac- 
teria furnished by the bacteriologist is 
allowed to grow in a small lot of cream 
until it is .very abundant, and then the 
cream is added to the large vat as a 
starter. The result is that the butter 
maker can always depend upon having 
present a quantity of the flavor pro- 
ducing species and can therefore de- 
pend with more certainty upon the 
product. This method of using artifi- 
cial starter Is not new. It has been 
adopted in Denmark and some other 
countries of Europe to a wide extent, 
In this country it has been used for 
only about a year nnd is only just com- 
ing to be recognized as a proper meth- 
od of buttcir making. The bacteria fa- 
vorable for this purpose are now upon 
our markets, two or three different 
ones being now used in this country. 
They are generally known as pure cul- 
tures, a term which simply means a 
large quantity of one species of bac- 
teria unmixed with others. The differ- 
ent pure cultures which are now at the 
command, of the butter maker who 
may wish to use them are not used in 
the same way, each having its method 
and each Its own peculiarities. But it 
appears likely that the coming method 
in butter making will be by the use of 
artificial starters prepared from some 
of the varieties of pure cultures. It 
will be thus seen that to the bacteria 
the butter maker owes a' debt, since it 
is these organisms which furnish him 
with a flavor and aroma which he can 
sell in market for a good price.

Roughage is nearly the same every- 


where—corn silage, cornstalks and hay. 
The question is what to use for a grain 
ration to be fed with the above kinds 
of roughage to produce the most milk. 
Most farmers have corn and oats, 
which they grind and feed mixed with 
a little bran. This does not furnish the 
most desirable nor the cheapest ration 
when production is considered. Leave 
out the corn entirely, as worse than 
useless, says E. 'W. Moshcr of Eriej 
county, N. Y., and substitute cotton- 
seed meal, even at $30 per ton. By 
feeding four pounds of bran, four 
pounds of oats and two pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal with silage, cornstalks 
and hay or even without the hay, you 
will get results that will be surprising. 


Watery Butter. 


Recently in Chicago a car of butter 


from a Kansas creamery company was 
examined by government experts find 
found to contain 24 per cent of water. 
It consisted of ladle'goods, and this ex- 
plains how the water got into it. 
It 


was probably worked in Intentionally 
in the process of working over the but- 
ter. 
This is a trick that Is worked 


with variations. Sometimes chemicals 
are.used to help incorporate the water 
with the' butter, and at other times heat 
alone is depended upon. This butter 
was evidently reworked at a high tem- 
perature. At the present time the rul- 
ing of the government is that better 
must not contain over 18 per cent of 
water.—Creamery Journal. 


i the bacteria which cure the cheese 


I are something that can be understood 
' so well that it is possible to control the 


whole process. The man who makes 
cheeae for the markot should know 
how long to hold the cheese to give it a 
certain flavor and when the curing 
should cease. It is impossible for any 
farmer or factory to produce uniform 
grades of cheese otherwise. On some 
farms the, cheese produced varies so 
much that it would be impossible to 
say that the different' grades were 
made by the same man. This Is not 
due so much to the difference in the 
cows and milk as In the process of 
making 
and 
curing. 
Some cheese 


should be cured much faster than oth- 
ers, acii again the reverse is the case. 
Unless one understands the reasons for 
this it is impossible to .produce like re- 
sults. 'Every cheesemaker has found 
that in spite of his best et'orts the 
cheese of one day'a work is stiff and 
dry and that of the next day too moist. 
In such a case different treatment is 
demanded. The mol&t cheese will cure 
much faster than the stiff and dry 
cheese, and if the two are handled 
alike uniform quality cannot be ex- 
pected. 


In the curing there .ire four factors 


or conditions that must be considered 
and brought under control. These are 
temperature, air, moisture and light. 
Unless we know how to control- these 
we cannot expect to produce? the high- 
est results with the cheese. Tempera- 
ture probably is the most. Important 
and Intractable of these factors, and it 
is something that requires persistent 
study. A proper temperature In the 
curing room will often produce good 
cheese even when other conditions are 
against the work. The temperature 
should at llrst be '-ept between 05 and 
70 degrees and lowered then gradually 
to CO degrees. In the spring of the year 
the temperature should be kept higher, 
as the cheese should be cured faster. 
In winter sometimes the temperature 
toward the end can even descend as 
low as 50 degrees, but the cheeaemaker 
must be very' careful .at such times. 
Good ventilation Is essential and also 
a certain amount of light The regula- 
tion of the light bears an important 
part in -the making of cheese, and we 
do* not yet know all that it will do for 
us. The moisture of course must be 
controlled, but that is a matter for 
each one to solve for himself.— 'James 
Kldgeway In American Cultivator.

.cut by hand into small cubes and salt- 
ed to taste. I have no fixed rule for 
salting. My cheese presses are the self 
pressers. The cheeses arc made of dif- 
ferent sizes, to suit my customers. I 
have a small room with shelves on two 
sides where the cheeses are turned and 
greased with lard each day until cured, 
which takes about six weeks. 1 re- 
ceived second premium at the Talley 
fair in 1000 and third in 1001 with a 
score of 94 points.

Farm butter is worth more when made 
and less when held, but this Is again 
modified by the demand from the proc- 
ess butter men. More than half the 
butter is still made on the farm, but 
the comprehensive srjale upon which 
it is now processed, cleaned, made at- 
tractive to sijtht and to palate'Is a 
prominent element In modifying the 
martet for all butter." creamery includ- 
ed. This is why WP cannot fltrure out 
the effect of antloleo legislation to dec- 
imal fractions or even within n few 
cents.

to their best with enthusiasm. The 
girls' normal school of Tokyo has sent 
through the land as educators in female 
schools hundreds of able exponents of 
western methods-of instruction.

Japanese woman is every whit as capa- 
ble and brilliant intellectually as her 
brother: 


Where it Is possible to do so the more 


ambitious of the Tokyo girl students 
after being graduated from the normal 
school leave their country for further 
instruction in western institutions of 
learning.
